“It’s a pretty colorful load,” said Yoder, who oper- 
ates about 450 dairy cows on his farm in northern 
Indiana. “Anything that keeps the feed costs down.” 

As the worst drought in half a century has rav- 
aged this year’s US. corn crop and driven corn 
prices sky high, the market for alternative feed ra- 
tions for beef and dairy cows also has skyrocketed. 
Brokers are gathering up discarded food products 

and putting them out for the highest 

bid to feed lot operators and dairy 

producers, who are scrambling to 
keep their animals fed. 

In the mix are cookies, gummy 


worms, marshmallows, fruit loops, orange peels, 
even dried cranberries. Cattlemen are feeding vir- 
tually anything they can get their hands on that will 
replace the starchy sugar content traditionally de- 
livered to the animals through corn. 

“Everybody is looking for alternatives,” said Ki 
Fanning, a nutritionist with Great Plains Livestock 
Consulting in Eagle, Neb. “It’s kind of funny the 
first time you see it but it works well. The big ad- 
vantage to that is you can turn something you 
normally throw away into something that can be 
consumed. The amazing thing about a ruminant, 
a cow, you can take those type of ingredients and 
turn them into food.”

Hostage taker updated 
Facebook for hours 


The police involved in a hostage situ- 
ation were faced with an interesting 
decision. 

It wasn’t whether to send in a ro- 
bot or storm into a building, it was 
whether to have the hostage taker’s 
Facebook page shut down. 

Here’s what they knew: A 22-year- 
old man in Pittsburgh had taken an- 
other man hostage and was holed up in 
a suite on the 16th floor of a high-rise 
office building. 

And the suspect, Klein Michael 
Thaxton, had been on Facebook for 
hours. 

“People were sending Facebook 
messages. We could see that he was 
paying more attention to Facebook 
than to the negotiating team, which 
was hampering our abilities to re- 
solve the situation,” Diane Richard, 
a spokeswoman for Pittsburgh Police 
Department, said about Friday’s inci- 
dent. 

Richard said SWAT officers kept an 
eye on the Facebook page for at least 
two hours before making a joint deci- 
sion with the district attorney to ask 
for the page to be shut down. 

Facebook, through a spokesman, 


Richard said not every message 
asked Thaxton to give up, that some 
encouraged him to keep going. 

Detective Robert Shaw of the Pitts- 
burgh homicide division said Thaxton 
was arraigned Saturday and charged 
with aggravated assault, kidnapping 
and terrorist threats. Thaxton is being

Workers who haven't used all their vacation 
days for the year might want to start planning. 
Fall is a great time to take a vacation, especial- 
ly if you want to save money. 

Some of the best deals can be found for Eu- 
ropean destinations, according to Clem Ba- 
son, president of discount travel site Hotwire 
Group. Hotels in many European cities are 
offering steep discounts thanks to the slow- 
down in demand from the London Olym- 
pics. With that and “the issue the European 
economy is having, this fall is a great time to 
travel to Europe,” Bason said. “Maybe one of 
the best times ever.” 

Prices tend to drop off after summer— travel 
organizations call autumn the “shoulder” sea- 
son for that reason—but the weakened euro 
has caused even deeper discounts, he said. 
Hotels in Prague, for example, are showing a 
37 percent price drop, according to Hotwire. 

Hotels aren't the only travel services lower- 
ing prices during shoulder season. Some air- 
fares have dropped compared to last year. 

Fares from Chicago to cities such as Frank- 
furt, Germany, have gone down 19 percent

for travel from September through Novem- 
ber. The lower airfares are unusual, consid- 
ering airlines have cut the number of flights, 
he said. To find the best airfare value, go off 
the beaten path and consider cities such as 
Prague, Geneva and Budapest. 

The best time to travel, or the “sweet spot,” 
Bason said, is October, when the weather 
is likely to be good and there still are lower 
prices. 


Hotel prices are expected to stay low from 
September to February. Travel picks back up 
in March and April, he said, and that’s when 
travel to Europe starts to get expensive again. 

If you’re looking to book a trip to a warmer 
locale, try Hawaii, Mexico or the Caribbean. 


You'll find pretty good deals through Christ- 
mas, Bason said.

Felt plant pods from designers Eva Bauer and 
Hetal Jariwala, the duo behind Flip & Tumble, 
are a soft take on traditional ceramic planters. 

“We had some recycled felt material that 
we really liked, and we thought it would be 
fun to create a soft planter that doesn’t exist 
in the home,” Bauer said. 

The pods are 6.5 inches in diameter and 


are designed for plants in 2-inch pots. The 
100 percent recycled felt is lined with plastic. 
Each comes with a dropper for watering.
